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HINTS 

for HOME PRACTICE 

BY BANDSMAN MACKIB 
West Toronto 

The following "Hints for Home 
Practice" were compiled by Bands^ 
man Mackie, West Toronto Band, 
when he held the position of 
Bandmaster at Dundee III,, Scot- 
land, for the benefit of the 
yuutigef iiiiin of his Band. He had 
them printed in convenicnl form 
and pasted inside the cover of the 
No. 1. Band Book. We pass them 
on to Bandsmen in general, and 
suggest that they be treated in a 
Bimilar manner. 
What to Practice 
1. Scales, pp. 6 and 7, "Studies for 
Band Training." Scale practice 
is the foundation of all good play- 
ing. 

Played slowly and softly tliey de- 
velop tone. 

Played quickly they lead to 
brilliant execution- 
Played with slurs they make the 
lips flexible. 

They train the ear and make for 
perfect intonation. 
The chromatic scale is excellent 
finger practice, pp. 10-11. 

2. Slur and staccato exercises, pp. 54- 

50, "Studies." This is excellent 
for cultivating clear articulation, 

3. Hymn tunes of a broad character. 

This i.': the i-oyai road to goorl 
tone. 

4. Intervals, pp. 12-14. Excellent for 

intonation and the lips 

These should be practised with 

and without slurs. 

5. The various exerciser in "Studies 

for Band Training." 

6. The piece on hand at the Band 

Practice. , 

How to practice 

1. Use your tongue, 

2. It is best to practice in short spell.s 

with brief i-ests between. 

3. Ne\'er practice when the lips are 

tired, 
i. AlwEys have a definite end in view; 
merely "having a blow" does little 
good. 

5. Find out your weaknesses and 

strive to correct thsm. 

6. Always listen critically to your 

playing. 

7. Practice difficult passages slowly 

at first, quicken by degrees,
